Everest will reach its base camp within the next: three 

weeks, and will then start its attack on the summit. 


The expedition consists of seven young men—three 
of them married—led by Mr. H. W. Tilman, 36-years-old 
Wallasey (Cheshire) fuchelon and experienced moun- 


taineer. 


Second in command is Mr, F, S. 
Smythe, who in 1033 came within 
1,000 fect of the summit before being 
forced to retreat through weariness. 

Mr. Smythe and Cuptaln N. EL 
Odell, who together scaled Nanda 
Devi (25,060ft), the highest summit 
yet conquered by man two years 
ago, are expected to make the final 
assault on the peak.

France, according to the 
cabled developments of the ‘in- 
ternal situation in that tumul- 
tuous country, is about to suffer 
from a paralysing strike, is 


already experiencing labour dif-|. 


ficulties which have tied up a 
good part of the vital arms 
industry, and may have to in- 
troduce a system of conscription 
among her work people in order 
to guarantee a satisfactory 
output. In fact, M. Daladicr, 
the Prime Minister, has grimly 
hinted that he will not hesitate 
to put troops into the factories 
to .clear them of sit-down 
strikers if the necessity arises. 

Tiis situation hag been out- 
lined because of a desire to 
indicate the disastrous effects 
of discord in industry. at a 
time when: « nation. is striving 
to prepare for intermational 
emergency. Such a situation 
unquestionably gives unscrupul- 
ous labour the handle of the 
whip. In France, because of the 
nationalisation of so much of 
the country’s industry, it is all 


|the more disturbing. What ex- 


cuse can workers -give for 
striking aguinst a sympathetic 
Government which is doing 
everything in its power to find 
a way out of the troubles which 
beset it and serve thé nation to 
the best of its ability? There ig 
no more justice in labour play- 
ing that sort of politics than for 
working people in factories, 
munitions-making or otherwise 
employed, to strike for increased 
wages when soldiers are fight- 
ing for a few gous 2 day. The 
obvious lack of scruple, patriot- 
ism and. self-discipline among 
such people condemns them at 
once, And yet Frenchmen are 
not the only ones who have 
erred in this respéct. In fact, 
when that country actually faces 
crisis it is a well-known fact 
that fuctions forget their quar- 
relg and combine their efforts 


for the common weal.

The 7 Ages

SWINTON | 


MASTER PHILIP GREAME was a normal boy at Winchester. 
At least, none of his contemporaries remember him as skill- 
ed in games or books, and succecding generation of schoolboys 
do not recall any mark he made on the place. 

“A slow developer,” one of them deseribed him. 

But last year, when the old headmaster’s portrait was hung 
in the school, they asked “Master Philip” to make the presentn- 
tion because he is the best known Old Wykehamist and the only 


one in the Cabinet. 


Still slowly developing 
name too), Mr. Philip Lloyd 
Greame did nothing out of the 
way. at Oxford, but he was a 
studious: youth and applied him- 
self to law, in which he was 
making progress in six years a8 
a barrister when the war called 
him to France. 


He served until 1917, when he 
was invalided home with an 
M.C, and an introduction to Mr. 
Lloyd George. 

Major Lloyd Greame, as he 
was now known, was the tall, 
stooping,- keen-featured. young 
man whom M.P.s and secretaries 
often saw in Lloyd George's 
company in the last eighteen 
months of the war. : 


sank: a knighthood, 
and a post at the Board of Trade. 
Sir Philip Lloyd-Greame owes 
much to the toss of a coin. He 
and Sir E. Hilton Young (now 
Lord Kennet) were despatched 
as a delegation to the Hague 
Conference. 

No head of delegation had 
been appointed. They tossed. 
Sir Philip won. , And since the 
conference (like. every other 
one) was an enormous — success 
his. speech in Parliament was a 
triumph and his Prime Minister 
Lioyd George hailed him as the 
man responsible for ‘a very dis- 
tinct advance towards a final 
solution.” 

In short, his name was made. 

Out of office in the first So- 
cialist Government Sir Philip 
Lloyd-Greame formed so many 
business connections—Argentine 
‘Tramways, etc.—that he was 
loth to take up duty again undor 
Baldwin in 1924. He became 
President of the Board of Trade, 
and then—in name—disappear- 
ed for ever, ‘ 

His wife’s mother had been a 
Miss Cunliffe-Lister, daughter 
of Lord Masham, who died 
leaving £1,657,606 ° from Brad- 
ford silk mills, wool textiles, and 
coal mines. Sir Philip inherited 
the Yorkshire ¢éstate of Swin- 
ton and a large fortune, chang- 
ing hia name to Cunliffe-Lister.

Government, 1924 to 1929, Sir 
Philip Cunliife-Lister footled

Later he volunteered 
to sing in a choir and he sang s0 
much at his work as a cobbier’s ap- 
prentice for five cents per 18 hour 
day that he was discharged. 

Even then, he related later, 
thought of himself as an opera star. 
He would sit at the cobbler's bench 
and hum to himself imagining some 
tole of which he had read In books 
suffering as the character suffered, 
triumphing as be triumphed and 
bowing graciously to the madly cheer- 
ing audience. 

“It wns only .then that I would 
notice that I had hit my thumb with 
the hammer so the cobbler chased 
me away," he said. 


CARPENTER'S APPRENTICE 


From the cobbler’s place Chaliapin, 
whose parents were poor peasant 
folk, went to a carpenter's, but here 


too he had no success. Then he be-, 


came a messenger boy, but he lost 
that Job when he climbed a fence to 
listen’ to a band and fost some im- 
portant court panes in the process. 

Through aliethis he kept regular 
attendance in_ the ‘cholr “and with 
young Gork! he got the opportunity 
to play a member of the mob in a 
production of Anton Rubinstcin's 
“Der Damon" (The Demon). With 
this taste of the theatre Chatiapin 
Imew there was no other carecr {n 
life for him .and he joined a troupe 
of wandering players. 

This was in 1890—he was then 17 
—and he acted and sang with the 
players until the troupe disbanded at 
Baku. Penniless Chnuliapin went to 
work in a railroad station, He slept 
where he could and cked out a bare 
living singing’in front of cafes, It 
was about this time that he was 
offered an opportunity to sing Ina 
Jocal opera, Only 17, he was one of 
the youngest men ever to perform a 
lending operatic role, 


SANG AT CAFE. DOORS 


From Baku he went to Tiflis. 
There he also sang before cafe doors 
and one night tn 1802 the teacher 
Ussatov heard him and told him that 
he had a great voice. Ussatov, the 
only Instructor Chaljinpin ever had, 
took his young protece to Petrograd. 
There he sang his first role for ‘he 
critics and they dwelt harshly on the 
grulfness of his -profound biss. 

But desnite their unfavourable re- 
port Chaltapin found favour in in- 
fluential circles—the sister of com~- 
poser Glintsa announced an Interest in 
him—and he wos piven an appoint- 
ment to the opera Moriensky. But 
when he failed to gain recognition 
for his brilliant works becnuse of pelty 
politics Chaliapin joined a private 
opera. 

So well known did he become that 
before the turn of the century the 


Imperial Opera had given him im-. 


portant roles and in 1900 he scored a 
triumph in Milan. Giullo Gaitl- 
Casnzza, later director of the Mctro- 
politun Opera .House in New York 
brought him to Italy and in 1906 in- 
duced Chaliapin to come. to America. 
But New Yorkers received the basso 
coldly. apparently because he broke 
operatle tradition by singing to the 
character he- wns supposed to be 
addressing Instead of to the oudience. 


ACCLAIMED IN SOUTH AMERICA 


From New Yorl the singer went 
to South Amerlen where he became 
more popular thon ever, Only in the 
1020's did Challnpin cohsent to return 
to the United States and here too, at 
last, he was hailed ns truly an operatic 
genius. As Don Baalllio in “The 
Barber of Seville,” as Mephistopheles 
in “Faust,” as Don Quichotte and 
Tsar Ivan he carved for himself a 
lasting niche {In the pperatic hall of 
fame. 

His personal life was  equolly 
glamorous, In his first autoblography 
“Pages from My Life’ he wrate of 
what ‘no critic eniled “rather Casano- 
vinn love affairs.” He always was 
beleaguered by lovesick women nnd 
girls in whatever oity'he sung. But 
his first—and unhappy—love Jeft {ts 
mins on hls life. ' rae 

n he married Gullia Tarnaghl, 
on Italian ballerina. who bore him 
clght children. - A Catholic sho. rte 
fused to sive him his divorce although 
he openly declared his new love fot 
Marlo Petzold with whom he’ lved 
for 10 yeors.” Finnlly jn 1927 he took

When the 
Sovict revolution came Gorki urged 
Challapin to stay in Russian and help 
pulld a new land. But the singer 
answered that “happiness must not 
be Imposed by force.” ‘ 


GORKI FRIENDSHIP COOLED" 


This caused a coolness in their 
relations. And when Challapin left 
Russia in the '20s for a concert in 
the United States giving his solemn 


rupture. became complete, 

Chopliapin was, so picturesque a 
figure that he became almost legen- 
dary . during his lifetime. Ance- 
dotes without number were told about 
him. Benlamino Gigli, the singer, 
used to relate how the basso singing 
an opera in’ Russlan suddenly re- 
membered something. Addressing 
his servant in the wings he sang: 

"Go to the hotel immediately. 
Get the two bottles of good wine I 
forgot In my room and bring them 
here as we Iecave immediately after 
this damned opera ts over.” 


HUGE APPETITE 


His appetite was gargantuan his 
favourite dishes being huge bowls 
of raw, chopped cabbage before 
| breakfast and black bread with raw 
onion, ,a reminder of his childhood. 
His capacity for.-Nquor was astound- 
ing and he once drank a veteran 
newspaperman soggy in an all night 
bout and long after the journalist 
lwas carried to bed Chaliapin sill was 
tdrinking—ond singing.

“Many tenants avatled themselves 
of this position to move into a class 
of premises considerably superior to 


that which they would normally oc- 


cupy, and when, with the Increased 
demand for accommodation due 
mainly, but probably not entirely, to 
the outbreak of the present Sino- 
Japunese hostilities, rents began to 
show an upward tendency, — these 
tenants found themselves faced with 
demands for rentals which they could 
not afford to mect but which were 
not in the great majority of cases at 
all exorbitant having regard to the 


class of property in respect of which ; 


they were charged, 

“The! Government Assessor of 
Rates pave us an example in his 
evidence, of flats let in Wongneichong 
for $145 per month four or five years 
ago, fetching after the slump: ond 
until the commencement of the up- 
ward tendency only $70 per month, 
and later made the general statement 
that in some cases where he had 
found what appeared to be o very 
heavy increase in rent, investigation

REAPED SLUMP BENEFITS 


. “Many other tenants did not 
move ‘from their: restdences, hut 
reaped the benefit of the rlump 
by threatening to quit unless (heir 
landlords reduced the — existing 
rents, Tho landlords were forced 
to agree to reduction in order to 
avold being left with empty and 
wholly unremunerative premises 
on their hands, : 
"The Government Asscssor of 
Rates summed up. this aspect of 
tho situation in ‘lis evidence In the 
words “tenants have for the past 
few years been holding » pistol to 
the Iandlords’ heads.” 
“A prominent member of the Chi- 


hive evidence, stated that up to 
November, 1937, beyond which date 
he hnd not pursued enquirles, statis- 
tics showed that rentals hud not 
tone back to pre-depression Agures. 
“We are satisfied by the figures 
submitted to us, by the admissions 
of tenants, and from our own en- 
quirics In the cases where both 
lan@ord and tenant appearcd be- 
fore us, that there Is no evidence 
that Inndlords as a whole are at 
nresent ralsing or notifying an 
intention to, ralse rents beyond, or 
even so high as, the level ruling 
before the depression, 

“A prominent member of the com- 
munity, not himself a landiord of 
house property, considered that even 
if 1,000 complaints of -increuses of 
rent and evictions were received, 
which would only affect about one 
sper cent. of tenement flats in the 
Colony, it would not be In the highest 
interests of the Colony for Govern- 
ment to take action. 

“In fact no such number of 
complaints was received, unl of 
those received many were not 
substantinted. Two disintercated 
witnesses of importance thought 
there were a few hard cases, but 
that hard cases made bad faw. 


LANDLORDS’ RETURN ON 
CAPITAL 


“At the outsct of this part of our 
Report, we desire to quote the fol- 
lowing extract from the Report of 
the Economle Commission published 
as Sessional Paper No. 3 of 1936;— 

“In 1934 the ratenble value (Lc., 
of the Colony) stood at $38,641,856. 
This figure capitalized on the basis 
of seven per cent. per annum re- 
presents an investment In rateable 
property of no less than $550,000,000. 
This huge sum, large os it is, docs 
not include very considerable pro- 
porly, owned by the local Govern 


Jment, tha Navy or the War -Depnrt-

“As it‘is not gonerally appro- 
“elated how large a-portion of the

“Por example, the total market 
value of sthe shares of local com- 
panies (other than financial In- 
stitutions) listed by the Stock 
Exchange amounts to approxim- 
ately $150,000,000, although an 
upprechible portion of the assets 
of such companies is represented 
by property. Similarly, the estim- 
ated total value of money invested 
in Chinese factories or In Chinese 
Industry In the Colony amounts to 
about $50,000,000 which Js only a 
comparatively small’ sum. Here 
again a substantial portion of, 
such money is undoubtedly re- 
presented by the property or 
buildings of such factories, 

“Phe total note issue, which is 
backed by silver and ‘by sterling 
seruritics, amounts to about $160,- 
000,000, but even thig. sum, large 
as it may appear, ls~for the most 
part held outside the Colony and 
only o small portion (authorita- 
tively estimated at 2547) Is owned 
within the Colony. 

_ “*These comparative figures 
serve to make it abundantly clear 
that a very large portion, if not 
the bulk, of the wealth ‘of {he 
Colony, is represented by property. 

“That this must be so is hardly 
surprising ‘in a territory where 
there Js little agriculture, almost a 
complete absence of any trace of 
mineral wealth, and where industry 
is stil only in its Infancy.’ ” 

“The ftlgurcs quoted above may 
require’ some ‘modification at the 
present time, but it is abundantly 
clear that any measure which 
sould have the effect of depriving 
those persons whose capital fs 
Jocked up in Jand of a falr return 
on thelr money, must necessarily 
be detrimental to the generat well 
being of the Colony. 
“Evidence which really puts the 


imatter beyond doubt und disposes of

nese community, whom we invited to {particular cases, was given by a re 


presentative, of a European bank, 
He told us that his experlence dur- 
ingt the last’ six years had convinced 
him that the position of house owners 
had been growlng worse all the time

such owners. Valuations of property 
were arrived at by ascertuining the 
revenue derived from rents and cal- 
culating the capital sum: on which 
such revenue would represent o re- 
turn of 8%.
